Prince Chitira Tirumal as Mahara- 


jah of Travancore, and of the sen- > 


ior Rani, Setu Lakshmi! Bayl, as 
Regent of Travancore toek place 
last Monday before a large gather- 
ing of Europeans and Indians in 
the new Durbar Hall. 

The young Maharajah—he is 
only 12 years old—was seated on 
an ivory throne used for many gen- 
erations by the Rajahs. Overhead 
flew the banner pesrented to Trav- 
ancore by Queen Victoria in 1877. 

The. British agent to the Gov- 
ernor General handed the velvet 
cap of sovereignty to the young 
Prince. Proclamations and | 
speeches were followed 
tillery salute announcing the com- 
pletion of the ceremony, after 
which there was a distribution of 
ceremonial gifts by the Maharajah. 

The actual installation of the 
young heir to the throne of Trav- 
ancore is a religious ceremony, ow- 
ing to the fact that the ruler of 
Travancore holds the position as 
steward of the god Padmanabha., 
to whom the state was dedicated 
long ago. 

The young Prince was taken to 
the palace in the morning, where

Bondholders’ Committee 
May Ask Court to Turn 


Property Over for Separ- 
ate Operation. 


A sepzration of the old Suburban 
line properties from the United 
Railways system appeared as a pos- 
sibility today, when the Suburban 
Bondholders’ Protective Commit- 
tee took the position that, unless 
the new reorganization plan for the 
U. R. agreed to guarantee payment 
of the $6,500,000 Suburban issue, 
the bondholders would ask the 
Federal Court to turn their prop- 
erty over to them for independent 
operation. 

The latest plan of the Reorgani- 


| zation Committee offered to pay off 


$2,000,000 in Suburban bonds im- 
mediately, take up an additional 
$1,000,000 in annual payments of 
$100,000 for 10 years, and allow the 
remaining $3,500,000 to be extend- 
ed upon maturity or ve refinanced. 

The Suburban committee has de- 
clined the offer on the ground that 


the United Railways did not guar- 
antee payment of the Suburban 
bonds, although they constituted a 
first mortgage on the Suburban 
lines. These lines are the present 
Hodiamont, Sarah, Union, Man- 
chester west of Sarah, Merameo 
and Kirkwood-Ferguson lines of 
the United Railways. 


Prepared to Operate. 
“We would hesitate to segregate 


the properties,” the Suburban 
Bondholders’ Committee announced 
today, “but the protection of our 
investment demands that we do so 
if the Reorganization Committee 
refuses to become obligor on the 
bonds. We are prepared to oper- 
ate the lines and can do so.”’ 

There is pending in Federal 
Court an application for appoint- 
ment of a separate receiver for the 
Suburban properties, and a request 
that the Court turn them over to 
the bondholders. Hitherto, it had 
been regarded merely as a formal 
step. 

Herman Stifel, chairman of the 
Suburban committee, said the plan 
proposed by the Reorganization 
Committee was inadequate.

| LE HAVRE, France, Sept. 15.— 
An exhibition has been organized at 
the Havre museum to awaken in- 
terest in Kerguelen or Desolation 
Island, about 90 miles long, lying 
in the Indian Ocean half way be- 
‘tween South Africa and Australia, 
twhich was officially taken over by 
France in 1893. 

Rene E. Bossiere of Havre has 
made frequent visits to the island 
and in endeavoring to develop it 
economically by sheep rearing and 
as a hunting resort for the adven- 
turous. Etienne Peau, curator of 
the Havre museum, was recently 
sent there on a scientific mission 
and returned with many interesting 
specimens of flora and fauna. A 
French company on the island em- 
ploys 200 people from Oct. 15 to 
March 10, who prepare and export 
hides, shells, tusks, oils, etc. Sea 
elephants abound in great numbers 
on the shores of Kerguelen.

The eyes are 
narrow and veiled, though they 
light up readily. The brightness of 
the eyes and the frequent smile 
save the face from repelling you. 
The smile is frugal. There is noth- 
ing excessive about it.

No aura surrounds anything upon 
which it fixes its attention. It re- 
gards hard actualities, like the Ver- 
mont hill farmer ancestry, which 
looked long on stones and a thin 
soil. 


I think Mr. Coolidge is a realist 
about himself. That is a hard thing 
to be. It is perhaps what has given 
his face its oversharp look.

He does not leap over hedges in 
getting his idea across. He does 
not stop when his hearer hag 
caught his intention, but runs out 
to the dead ends of sentences in 
prepositional phrases with words 
in “ity” and “ation.”

Give him something serious to 
say, and he says it fully, some- 
times too fully. The presidency! 
supplies him with important top- 
ics; so the nation has discovered 
that he is far from silent. There 
are many men like that, intensely 
practical men. I don't need to en- 


son why he speaks rather than 
talks. To talk well you must be 
casual and at ease. The profound- 
est thought must be tossed off 
lightly. Uniike the man who was 
“terribly at ease in Zion,” Mr. 
Coolidge is terribly aware that he 
is in Zion. He has learned that 
words have an immense power to 
make people see that he is better 
than he looks. Words made him 
famous as Governor of Massachu- 
settts. Words in the annual mes- 
sage made him a person before the 
whole country, a real ‘President, a 
leader. A man who knows so well 
the use of words does not employ 
them lightly and without self-con- 
sciousness. 

A story illustrates his preoccu- 
pation with words. A woman 
newspaper correspondent obtained, 
while Mr. Coolidge was still Vice 
President, an interview with Mrs. 
Coolidge. But before it could. be 
published the Vice President had 
to see it. He went over it from 
end to end, making changes and 
corrections with his own hand. 
Nothing that bore the name Cool- 
idge could go into print without 
being carefully studied for its ef- 
fect on the public. The newspaper 
woman still has the copy with the 
handwritten emendations. If we 
should ever have a museum of the 
characteristics of our Presidents, 
it should go into it. 


You have only to compare Mr. 
Coolidge’s style with Mr. Hard- 
ing’s to see how calculated the for- 
mer is. Mr.. Harding had gusto, 
very bad gusto, but still gusto, like 
that of the middle-class 
woman become “comfortable,” 
who puts beauty into her 
house in the shape of furniture. 
Mr. Harding loved words not wise- 
ly, but too well. Mr. Coolidge does 
not love words, but makes thcein 
serve him—serve him with all their 
might. Mr. Harding in’ writing 
knew that he was doing something 
magnificent. Mr, Coolidge knows 
that he is doing something that 
will “put him over.” Mr. Harding 
in Marion lived {in a house with a 
round wart of a turret on it. That 
round wart of a turret was beauty: 
it was the expression of the joy of 
living. Mr. Harding's style was all 
round warts of turrets. I have 
never seen the famous thirty-two- 
dollar-a-month house of Mr. Cool- 
idge's, but I venture it was just a 
house to live in, not an expression 
of — Coolidge’s delight with him- 
self. 


I know it is a hard thing to say, 
but I think considerations of use 
enter into the President’s few 
friendships. His closest friend 
when he came to Washington was 
Mr. Frank W. Stearns, a Boston 
merchant, who had got tired of 
money-making and turned to the 
patronage of a political possibility, 
just as other merchants turn to 
the patronage of art. Mr. Stearns 
leaves Washington cold. He and 
Mr. Coolidge were hardly drawn 
together because they found each 
other interesting personalities. Mr. 
Stearns had faith in Mr. Coolidge, 
and the singed cat needs some one 
with faith in him. Mr. Stearns 
had money and was willing’ to 
spend it. He took pleasure in’ see- 
sing Mr. Coolidge grow politically—

U. S. Senator, Here for Address 
Tonight, Wants Campaign 
of Brass Tacks. 


Senator George Warren Pepper 
of Pennsylvania, sent here by the 
Kepublican National Committee to 
cpen the St. Louis campaign at the 
Odeon tonight, discussed a few Na- 
tional issues in a brief interview at 
Hotel Jefferson today. 

The Senator said he intended to 
avoid in his speeches any discus- 
sion of the opinions of others on 
National questions, and to confine 
himself to his views of the effect 
of the proposals contained in the 
issues. This was in response for a 
request for his opinion of the re- 
cent attack of Senator Brookhart 
ot Iowa on Charles G. Dawes, Re- 
publican nominee for the _ vice 
presidency. 

“My only use in this campaign,” 
Senator Pepper said, “is to discuss 
National issues. Senator PBrook- 
hart’s opinions on national ques- 
tions do not come within the scope 
of the things I am here to discuss. 

“I want to emphasize the com- 
mon sense aspect. There has been 
too much hizh brow stuff in this 
campaign about the Constitution. 
too much tendency to call people 


demagogues. There has not been 
enough getting down to 
tacks,’’ 


Railroad Ownership. 


The Senator spoke of the La Fol- 
lette proposal for Government own- 
ership of railroads, and said that 
$35,000,000,000 would be required 
to purchase them. “The Govern- 
ment hasn't got the money,” he 
said, ‘‘and would have to borrow it 
from us. Then we would have to 
increase the tax burden to pay the 
principal and interest on the loan. 


That would make tax reduction im- | 
possible for a half dozen genera- | 


tions.’ 


He said William J. Bryan, realiz- | 
ing this, had advocated purchase by | 
the Government of the trunk lines | 
and by the states of the feeders. | 
Senator said, |

Referrfig to the so-called Dawes | 
plan, he said it was the only feasi- | 
ble way to the financial recovery of 
Germany, and that the success of | 
the plan depended upon the float- | 
ing of a big German loan in this | 


} country. 


“If anybody thinks,” he contin- 
ued, “that a big German loan could 
be floated after the election of La | 
Follette and Wheeler, or Davis and 
Bryan, or after a failure to elect 
anybody and the’ suspense while 
Congress was getting ready to act. 
he is just kidding himself.”

O you give your children the 
right amount of appreciation 
of what they do and what 
they try to do?
